Name: He is Shaykh al-Allaamah Wasiullah ibn Muhammad Abbaas ibn Ahmad 
Abbaas 

Date/Place of Birth: Shaykh Wasiullah was born in this town of "Bherabhoj" on 
the first day of Jumaadaa al-Oolaa, 1367H (1948ce). His father's name was 
Muhammad Abbaas Khaan, his grandfather's name was Ahmad Khaan, and great 
grandfather's name was Khush-Haal Khaan. 

Family: The grandfather of Shaykh Wasiullah, Ahmad Khaan, was the chief of his 
town, "Bherabhoj", for a period of forty years. The internal affairs of this town 
were under his control. 

In other words, he was the interior minister of this town. Baytul-Maal was 
established, with which those in need were helped. In accordance to necessity, 
some people would be given cloth, some would be given food, and some would 
be given money. It was forbidden for any person to be out on the streets after 
midnight without due cause. The residents of this town would resolve their 
internal disputes amongst themselves rather than going to the central courts. If 
a dispute occurred, the elders would visit the town chief. The chief would hear 
from both sides and end the dispute between them. Shaykh Wasiullah's 
ancestors are from a town close to the municipality of "Basti", which falls under 
the district of "Basti" in the northern state of India, Uttar Pradesh. The 
municipality of "Basti" is approximately two hundred kilometers north of the 
famous capital of the state of Uttar Pradesh, Lucknow. 

Approximately four hundred years ago, in 1600ce, five brothers of the Shaykh's 
ancestral family migrated from this town to another town by the name of 
"Bherabhoj". At the time, this town was an abandoned rain forest which spread 
over numerous kilometers. These five brothers worked day and night cutting the 
trees, bushes, and scrubs of this forest, and built houses on this cleared land. The 
names of these five brothers, in sequence of age, were: Bhoj Baba, Satgarle Billa, 
Sa'adullah Billa, Zor-Aawar, and Jahar Babbu Baba. This town is named after the 
oldest of these five brothers, Bhoj Baba, and is famously identified by this name 
until today. 
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It is narrated that after arriving in this town and clearing the land for residence 
and agriculture, 

the eldest brother of these five, Bhoj Baba, first established the foundation of a 
Masjid on the cleared land. However, one of the brothers died after the 
establishment of the foundation of this Masjid, and hence, the construction of 
the Masjid was halted. It is narrated that the construction was abandoned for a 
period of twelve years. After this long period, the desire to do goodness 
increased in their hearts, and they started completing the construction of this 
Masjid. In accordance to those times, a vast and outstanding Masjid was built, 
which consisted 

of three large pillars and wide walls. Old-fashioned bricks, exceptional-quality 
wood, and other 

building material were utilized in the construction. 

This Masjid is still present in its original state, and is a testimony of the glorious 
Islaamic constructional history of India. This Masjid is also proof of the religious 
efforts of Shaykh Wasiullah's ancestors and grandfathers, as well as being as- 
Sadaqah al-Jaariyah (continuous charity) for them. May Allaah accept it from 
them and make it heavy on their scale of good deeds on the Day of Resurrection. 

Education: The Shaykh gained primary education in this town from Shaykh 
Muhammad Saleem who was a well-respected personality from a religious 
family of this town. Shaykh Muhammad Saleem was a student in "Madrasah 
(school) Rehmaaniyyah" in Delhi in August of 1947ce. He travelled to his resident 
town in Ramadaan of that year during the annual holidays. This was an 
extremely dangerous time period in the history of India, as on one hand, the 
mutiny against the British rulership was in its peak stages, and on the other 
hand, Pakistan was in its foundational stages and numerous Muslims were 
displaced as migrants. Shaykh Muhammad Saleem had to fight for his life whilst 
travelling to his resident town during this time period. Eventually, some peace 
was restored, and Shaykh Muhammad Saleem returned to "Madrasah 
Rehmaaniyyah" for further studies a few days after Ramadaan of that year. 
However, "Madrasah Rehmaaniyyah" was now destroyed in the mutiny, and the 
exemplary sounds of "Allaah said..." and "the Messenger of Allaah said..." which 
had been heard for ages in the Madrasah had gone silent. Consequently, Shaykh 
Muhammad Saleem travelled to "Madrasah Riyaadil-Uloom, Delhi", which was 
established by Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdus-Salaam al-Bastawee, and he himself 
was its director, "Shaykhul-Hadeeth", and teacher during his entire life. Shaykh 
Muhammad Saleem completed his studies under him in his Madrasah. 
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After completing his primary studies in his resident town, Shaykh Wasiullah 
travelled to the town of "Yusufpoor", which is three miles from the Shaykh's 
resident town. Shaykh Wasiullah enrolled in "Madrasah Daaril-Hudaa" in this 
town, where three elderly honorary graduated students of now destroyed 
"Madrasah Rehmaaniyyah" of Delhi were teaching. These three were: Shaykh 
Abdur-Rahmaan ar-Rehmaanee, Shaykh Muhammad Ibraaheem ar-Rehmaanee, 
and Shaykh Jalaal-ud-Deen ar-Rehmaanee. Additionally, Shaykh Abdul-Ahad al- 
Kaanpooree and Shaykh Muhammad Idrees al-Qaasimee were also responsible 
for educational activities. These five scholars were extremely famous for 
teaching and lecturing amongst the people. Shaykh Wasiullah benefitted 
tremendously from these five in accordance to his ability. 

The year in which Shaykh Wasiullah completed the third grade, a large 
conference of the major Salafee scholars was held in this Madrasah in the month 
of Sha'baan, the last month of the academic year for Arabic schools in India. 
From the scholars who participated in this conference was Shaykh al-Allaamah 
Nadheer Ahmad al-Amlawee ar-Rehmaanee who was the director and 
"Shaykhul-Hadeeth" of "Jaami'ah Rehmaaniyyah" in the city of Banaras at the 
time. Shaykh Wasiullah was from the brilliant students of his Madrasah, and 
would pass with top ranking amongst his classmates in the yearly examinations. 

In the third grade, the Shaykh attained the highest marks amongst all of the 
students at his level in the Madrasah. This with the fact that the Shaykh was 
fourteen years old, and those at his level from his classmates and otherwise 
were older than him. His honorable teacher, Shaykh Jalaal-ud-Deen ar- 
Rehmaanee, introduced Shaykh Wasiullah to Shaykh al-Allaamah Nadheer 
Ahmad al-Amlawee ar-Rehmaanee, and informed him of the Shaykh's brilliance 
and excellence in his studies in relation to his peers and classmates, and the 
Shaykh's zeal for gaining knowledge. He requested from Shaykh al-Allaamah 
Nadheer Ahmad ar- Rehmaanee to grant admission to Shaykh Wasiullah in 
"Jaami'ah Rehmaaniyyah" in the city of Banaras, and informed him that Shaykh 
Wasiullah would swiftly pass through the various incremental levels of seeking 
knowledge under his tutelage. 

Shaykh al-Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar-Rehmaanee informed Shaykh Jalaal-ud- 
Deen ar-Rehmaanee that Shaykh Wasiullah was small in age, and that he should 
remain at "Madrasah Daaril-Hudaa" for a few more years. However, Shaykh 
Jalaal-ud-Deen ar- Rehmaanee was adamant in his request and urged Shaykh al- 
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Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar- Rehmaanee to test the knowledge of Shaykh 
Wasiullah, and informed him that he would find the Shaykh ahead of his age in 
terms of knowledge. Accordingly, Shaykh al- Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar- 
Rehmaanee asked Shaykh Wasiullah a few questions and was surprised at the 
Shaykh's brilliance and deemed him to be in accordance of the academic 
standard of "Jaami'ah Rehmaaniyyah". Thereafter, he ordered Shaykh Wasiullah 
to arrive in the city of Banaras at a future date. 

Shaykh Wasiullah enrolled in "Jaami'ah Rehmaaniyyah" in 1963ce and continued 
with his studies at this Madrasah until 1966ce. Various scholars would teach at 
this Madrasah, from them was Shaykh al-Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar- 
Rehmaanee himself, as he would teach students in their last years of studies. 

Shaykh al-Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar-Rehmaanee enlisted Shaykh Wasiullah 
amongst his circle of students, and began teaching him the famous foundational 
book in Mustalah al-Hadeeth (terminologies of Hadeeth sciences), "Nuzhatun- 
Nadhar". However, Shaykh Wasiullah informs with sadness that he could not 
complete this book with him, as Shaykh al-Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar- 
Rehmaanee became sick and had to be admitted in a hospital, and on the 30th 
day of the month of May, 1965ce, Shaykh al-Allaamah Nadheer Ahmad ar- 
Rehmaanee passed away. 

Whilst a student in "Jaami'ah Rehmaaniyyah", Shaykh Wasiullah also gained 
knowledge from Shaykh Muhammad Idrees Aazaad ar-Rehmaanee, Shaykh 
Abdul-Waahid ar-Rehmaanee, Shaykh Muhammad Yoosuf al-Bahraa'ichee, and 
Shaykh Muhammad Aabid ar-Rehmaanee During the Shaykh's time as a student 
in "Jaami'ah Rehmaaniyyah" in the city of Banaras, an invitational program came 
to form in relation to the establishment, commencement, and inauguration of 
"Jaami'ah Salafiyyah" in the same city of Banaras. A large conference was held 
for this event, in which various scholars from all parts of India participated. 
Additionally, numerous representatives of various Islaamic countries also took 
part in this event. The director of the Islaamic University of Madinah, Shaykh al- 
Allaamah Abdul-Azeez ibn Abdullaah ibn Baaz was also extended an invitation 
for attendance in this program. Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Azeez ibn Abdullaah 
ibn Baaz appointed Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Qaadir Shaybah al-Hamd 
as his representative and sent him to Banaras. The Ambassador of Saudi Arabia 
to India at the 

time was Muhammad al-Hamd ash-Shubaylee, and he accompanied Shaykh al- 
Allaamah Abdul-Qaadir Shaybah al-Hamd to Banaras. 
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Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Azeez ibn Abdullaah ibn Baaz particularly directed his 
representative at the conference, Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Qaadir Shaybah al- 
Hamd, that he presents to the administrative committee of "Jaami'ah Salafiyyah 
Banaras" the proposal of sending some students of "Jaami'ah Salafiyyah 
Banaras" to the Islaamic University of Madinah for further studies. Accordingly, 
Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Qaadir Shaybah al-Hamd presented this proposal to 
the administrative body of both "Jaami'ah Salafiyyah Banaras" and "Jaami'ah 
Rehmaaniyyah". Consequently, the administrative committee of "Jaami'ah 
Rehmaaniyyah" selected four students for further studies in the Islaamic 
University of Madinah. These four students were: Shaykh al-Allaamah Wasiullah 
Abbaas, Shaykh al- Allaamah Abdul-Hameed ar-Rehmaanee (hafidhahullaah), 
Shaykh Abdus-Salaam al- Madanee, and Shaykh Abdur-Rahmaan al-Bastawee. 
These four students were taken to the guesthouse of Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul- 
Qaadir Shaybah al-Hamd, where they were interviewed by him, and were given 
promise of their acceptance to the Islaamic University of Madinah. In this way, 
Allaah (subhaanahu wa ta'aalaa) made easy for the Shaykh to travel to Madinah, 
Saudi Arabia in his quest for further Islaamic knowledge. 

Shaykh Wasiullah attained a High school certificate in the year 1387-1388H from 
the Islaamic University of Madinah. He attainted his Bachelors degree in the year 
1391-1392H from the Faculty of Da'wah and Usool ad-Deen (Principles of the 
Religion), department of Tafseer and Hadeeth, the Islaamic University of 
Madinah. 

From the scholars who were teachers at the Islaamic University of Madinah at 
that time were: Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Ghaffaar Hasan ar-Rehmaanee 
[d.2007ce], Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Muhsin ibn Hamad al-Abbaad al-Badr, 
Shaykh al-Allaamah Saalih al-Araaqee, Shaykh Aboo Bakr al-Jazaa'iree, Shaykh al- 
Allaamah Hammaad al-Ansaaree [d.l418H], and Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul- 
Lateef (rahimahullaah). In 1967ce, Shaykh al-Allaamah Taqee-ud-Deen al- 
Hilaalee (rahimahullaah) [d.l407H] was alsoappointed a teacher in the 
University. 

Shaykh Wasiullah tremendously benefitted from the scholars who were teachers 
at the University as previously mentioned. These scholars also deemed Shaykh 
Wasiullah to be from their honorable students. Specifically, the Shaykh remained 
extremely close to Shaykh al-Allaamah Hammaad al-Ansaaree. The Shaykh 
would often visit Shaykh al- Allaamah Hammaad al-Ansaaree's house after the 
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Asr prayer with his classmates and peers. Numerous respectable teachers at the 
Islaamic University of Madinah would also visit Shaykh al-Allaamah Hammaad al- 
Ansaaree in his house during this time frame. Those in attendance would greatly 
benefit from the knowledgeable dialogue which would occur in these sittings 
with Shaykh al-Allaamah Hammaad al-Ansaaree. 

The Islaamic University of Madinah allocated the work of Takhreej 
(authentication) of the Ahaadeeth in the renowned book, "Bidaayatul- 
Mujtahid", to Shaykh al-Allaamah Hammaad al-Ansaaree and Shaykh al- 
Allaamah Abdul-Lateef. Shaykh al-Allaamah Hammaad al- Ansaaree appointed 
some of the students who would visit him with regularity in his house, amongst 
them Shaykh Wasiullah, with completion of this task. Shaykh Wasiullaah and 
those students with him benefitted greatly from this work of Takhreej, as they 
would research the Ahaadeeth in this book in great length in the various books 
and manuscripts. This exertion also increased their zeal for the work of Tahqeeq 
(verification) and Takhreej. Shaykh Wasiullah acknowledges the immense benefit 
he gained from the direction of Shaykh al-Allaamah Hammaad al-Ansaaree. 

The Shaykh also immensely benefitted from Shaykh al-Allaamah Saalih al- 
Araaqee, from the teachers at the Islaamic University of Madinah and from the 
close companions of ash- Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Azeez ibn Abdullaah ibn 
Baaz. He was also a teacher at "Jaami'ah Salafiyyah Banaras" for some time, and 
had special concern about the affairs of the Salafee Ahlul-Hadeeth students at 
the Islaamic University of Madinah. He had desired from Shaykh Wasiullah that 
he arrives at his house after the Asr prayer, and consequently, the Shaykh would 
consistently visit Shaykh al-Allaamah Saalih al-Araaqee in his house after the Asr 
prayer and benefit from his knowledge. 

Shaykh Wasiullah immensely benefitted from his knowledge. He had allowed for 
the students to visit his house after the University would close daily in order to 
benefit from his knowledge and direction. Accordingly, Shaykh Wasiullah and 
some of his peers and classmates would visit his house after the Asr prayer, 
where Shaykh al-Allaamah Taqee-ud-Deen al-Hilaalee would make some 
students read a book, others would be directed to write a letter to a scholar 
from the major scholars, and some others would be given the responsibility of 
composing an article. The students of knowledge would benefit tremendously 
from these activities. 
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Shaykh Wasiullah was blessed with the opportunity of residing with Shaykh al- 
Allaamah Taqee-ud-Deen al-Hilaalee in his house for a complete year. The 
Shaykh would go to the University and return home with Shaykh al-Allaamah 
Taqee-ud-Deen al-Hilaalee. Additionally, the Shaykh would buy necessary items 
for the house of Shaykh al-Allaamah Taqee-ud-Deen al-Hilaalee from the market. 
Consequently, Shaykh al-Allaamah Taqee-ud- Deen al-Hilaalee was extremely 
pleased with Shaykh Wasiullah. Shaykh al-Allaamah Taqee-ud-Deen al-Hilaalee 
was also in close contact with the scholars in Egypt. This was due to the fact that 
he had spent much time in Egypt previously calling to the Da'wah of the Ahlul- 
Hadeeth and Salafiyyah. Due to his efforts, the Salafee Da'wah spread in 
numerous towns in Egypt and the people initiated action upon it. During histime 
as a teacher in the Islaamic University of Madinah, he visited Egypt and brought 
Shaykh Wasiullah along with him. He visited various areas in Egypt upon 
receiving requests by the people of knowledge in those areas. Shaykh Wasiullah 
was his partner during these trips. 

From the scholars who were teachers at the Islaamic University of Madinah at 
that time was Shaykh al-Allaamah Rabee ibn Hadee Umayr al-Madkhalee. 
Shaykh Wasiullah remained close to him and continues to keep relationship and 
contact with him. The Shaykh's relationship with Shaykh Rabee ibn Hadee Umayr 
al-Madkhalee has been continuous since the time when Shaykh Rabee ibn Hadee 
Umayr al-Madkhalee was a teacher in "Jaami'ah Salafiyyah Banaras" in India 
almost half a century ago. Shaykh Wasiullah also remained close to and 
benefitted from Shaykh al-Allaamah Muhammad al-Ameen ash-Shanqeetee 
(rahimahullaah) [d.l393H], Shaykh al-Allaamah Abdul-Muhsin ibn Hamad al- 
Abbaad al-Badr, and numerous Egyptian Salafee scholars in the Islaamic 
University of Madinah. 

After successfully completing the bachelors (undergraduate) program at the 
Islaamic University of Madinah, the Shaykh travelled to Makkah, Saudi Arabia for 
the purposes of higher (post-graduate) studies. This was the first year of granting 
acceptance to non-Saudi students for higher post-graduate studies. He entered 
the higher studies examinations and successful passed through the selection and 
interview processes. Thereafter, he completed his Masters and PhD (doctorate) 
programs in Makkah, with specialization in Hadeeth sciences. He completed his 
PhD (doctorate) program in the year 1981ce, which was the year in which Umm 
al-Quraa University was established in Makkah. Before this, structured study in 
Makkah - "ad- Dirasaat al-Ulyaa" (the higher studies programs), the Faculty of 
Sharee'ah, and the Faculty of Tarbiyyah - were under the administration of King 
Abdul-Azeez University of Jeddah. 
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His Higher Educational History and Academic Achievements Whilst a Student of 
Higher Studies in Makkah: 

• Masters degree attained on the 19th day of Jumaadaa ath-Thaaniyah, 1397H 
from King Abdul-Azeez University in Makkah, the Faculty of Sharee'ah and 
Islaamic Studies, deparment of Tafseer and Hadeeth. 

• PhD (doctorate) degree attained on the 29th day of Rajab, 1401H from Umm 
al-Quraa University in Makkah, the Faculty of Sharee'ah and Islaamic Studies, 
with specialization in the field of the Qur'aan and the Sunnah and its sciences. 

During his time as a PhD (doctorate) student, he was appointed as a teacher at 
the "Ma'had" in al-Masjid al-Haraam (the Grand Mosque in Makkah). After 
attaining his PhD (doctorate) degree, he continued with this teaching position 
for numerous years. Thereafter, he was selected as a professor in Umm al-Quraa 
University in Makkah, where he continues to hold a teaching position in the 
department of "al-Kitaab (the Qur'aan) and the Sunnah" in the Faculty of Da'wah 
and Usool-ud-Deen, lecturing on numerous subjects related to the science of 
Hadeeth. 

His Teaching Positions: 

• Appointed as a teacher at the "Ma'had" in al-Masjid al-Haraam from 1 Safar, 
1399H to 15 Muharram, 1409H. 

• Then as an "Ustaadh Musaa'id" (Assistant Professor) in Umm al-Quraa 
University in Makkah from 16 Muharram, 1409H, the Faculty of Da'wah and 
Usool ad-Deen, department of "al- Kitaab and the Sunnah". 

• Promoted as an "Utaadh Mushaarik" (Senior Lecturer and Professor) by Umm 
al-Quraa University on 1 Ramadaan, 1413H. 

• At present, a senior lecturer and professor in the department of "al-Kitaab and 
the Sunnah" in the Faculty of Da'wah and Usool-ud-Deen. 

Teaching Chair in al-Masjid al-Haraam (the Grand Mosque in Makkah) and Books 
Taught: The Shaykh also holds a teaching chair in al-Masjid al-Haraam, with 
authorization attained from the "General Director of the Affairs of the Grand 
Mosque in Makkah and the Prophet's Mosque in Madinah", based upon the 
agreement of the Royal Court, since 1419H. His chair is located in the "Mutaaf" 
(the area of Tawaaf around the Ka'bah), between the doors of "Baab al- Malik 
Fahd" and "Baab al-Umrah", where he continues to teach five days a week 
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between the Maghrib and Ishaa prayers. From the books Shaykh Wasiullah has 
completed teaching in the Arabic language in al-Masjid al-Haraam are:

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of knowledge. And from these books was the book "at-Talkhees al-Habeer," and 
he had a large library which included many of the books of Hadeeth. I have heard 
that some of the judges have purchased it. 

In any case, for verily our Shaykh Wasiullah, and I say with comprehensive 
knowledge about him, is from the Ahlul-Hadeeth, and is a person who strives in 
knowledge and action, and I do not praise anyone above Allaah. And the one 
who derides him or diminishes his status, then accuse him [in his claim of] 
holding on to the Sunnah. And the right of the Shaykh, and his virtue, and his 
striving, and his waging war against innovation and its people and his subduing 
of them, [then] this is known by the ones who know the Shaykh and are familiar

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Introduction

Reasons for compiling this book:

Hadeeth). The reason this took place was because their scholar gave them a 
religious verdict stating that the masjid was a masjid of the Jews and Christians 
and a place of mischief. 

The destruction of the masjid has been confirmed as I saw pictures of the 
demolished masjid in some of the newspapers. I was overtaken by pity and grief 
and said to myself: 'What is happening to the great Muslim Nation of 
Muhammad' <£, while we went on discussing this incident with some of the 
brothers. Then some of the brothers suggested that I should write something 
pertaining to the subject of 'al-l'tibaa'a and 'at Taqleed' their meanings, limits 
and the legality of them. 

2- 1 have noticed that promoting the Quran and the Sunnah and calling the 
people to implementing it into their beliefs and actions is looked upon as 
something strange in some countries. Rather, it is considered by some of the 
Muslims as being a deficiency, defect, or drawback amongst some of the 
'du'aat'. Unfortunately, it is something which we find many people disregard and 
show little importance to. The one who calls to the Quran and Sunnah is given 
nicknames such as: 'la madh'habee' non religious, not a follower, he follows no 
school of thought' and many other degrading nicknames which repel the people 
from him. However, I have found that the students of knowledge and especially 
in our modern day and time, understand the meaning of 'al-l'tibaa'a' more than 
those who were raised and taught in one of the religious schools when being

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addressed and called to the Quran and the Sunnah. These are the people who 
are the fastest in understanding that the 'sincere religion', in beliefs and actions, 
is what is contained in the Quran and Sunnah. They understand that the scholars 
of 'fiqh' 1 are agents and intermediaries to understand the religion and not 
people to be blindly followed. For verily I have realized this is the case in India, 
Britain, and America. 

3-Numerous times it has occurred to me during lectures and lessons that 
someone asks me: 'What 'madth'hab' 2 do you follow?', or 'what sect do you 
ascribe yourself to?' I reply to the questioner by saying: 'Verily, I don't follow any 
'madth'hab', rather I follow and adhere to all of the 'madthaa'hib' in what is in 
accordance with the Quran and the Sunnah. I don't ascribe myself to any one of 
the scholars of 'fiqh' and I also don't ascribe myself to any sect except to the sect 
that represents the 'sincere religion'. This is the one and only Islam that was 
completed and perfected in the time of the Prophets in beliefs and actions. 
After answering the questioner, I reaized that he was not convinced with this 
answer, and he replied: 'How can it be possible that someone is Muslim and he 
doesn't adhere or follow any of the four scholars of 'fiqh'?, and then this person 
is called 'la madth'habee' (someone who doesn't follow a specific madthaab). 

A) l have observed that there is a large number, rather the majority of the 
Muslims blindly follow and strictly adhere to one of the four 
'madthaa'hib', and they consider it impermissible to abandon or leave off 
following one of the 'madthaa'hib'. 

B) Showing bigotry and fanaticism to the 'madthaa'hib' whether it is in 
matters of creed or 'fiqh', leads and causes separation and dissension 
amongst the Muslims and splits them up into group and sects. This is 
something dispraised and disliked in the Religion of Allah. This in turn 
leads to Muslims transgressing against other Muslims regarding their 
honor, blood and money. This is an ancient disease and ailment which 
has been inherited from the preceeding generations. 

C) Showing bigotry and fanaticism to a particular 'madth'hab' has led 
some people to contradict, deny and disagree with the outright authentic

Furthermore, I heard an audio cassette from one of the scholars of India in which 
he delivered a lecture attacking those who call to the correct creed of 'as 
Salafiyyah' and call to the implementation of the Quran and Sunnah while this 
man called them 'Sulfiyeen' (ones who take loans). From amongst the things that 
this 'scholar' said- who is extremely bigoted to his 'madth'hab'-: 'Whoever wants 
to look at the beauty of women from Ahlul Hadeeth then he should stand at the 
doors of their masaajid, for verily their women go to the masaajid especially the 
Friday (Jumu'ah) and the two yearly festivals (Eid). This man is a strict follower of 
the 'Hanafee' madth'hab and the followers of the Hanafee school of thought 
hold the opinion that it is impermissible for the women to go to the masaajid 
and they pay no attention to what has been transmitted to us from the Prophet 
Muhammad® -The Best Example for us-regarding the permissibility of the 
women attending and going to the masaajid. Abu Dawud 1 , Imam Ahmed, Al 
Bayhaqi 2 and others narrated on the authority of Abu Hurairah that the Prophet 
Muhammad ® said: 

jA j Kill “dil *UI I jius ^ " :JLS £& <ul ( _ s Lis Cj* d* 

"Do not prohibit Allah's female servants from the Allah's masaajid, however 
they should go out of their residences without wearing perfume ." 3

I also recall delivering a lesson in Masjid ul Haraam in the Urdu language 
(language native to India and Pakistan) which many people from different 
'madthaa'hib' always attend. They ask many different questions for general 
knowledge and informational reasons. Such as questions related to creed, 
methodology and 'fiqh' mostly. It just so happened that some of them asked me 
a question regarding this issue (women attending and going to the mosques for 
prayer) in particular. 

Responding to him I mentioned a hadeeth- as is my custom when reading the 
narrations of the Prophet Muhammad £fcin issues which I recall the proofs- the 
Messenger of Allah ^ said: 
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"Do not prohibit your women from going to the masaajid (Allah's female 
servants from Allah's masaajid) , and their houses are better for them ." 2 



It has also been narrated that Ibn Umar reviled and cursed his son and became 
angry with him regarding this issue. 
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When Ibn Umar mentioned the Prophet's & saying: "Give permission to the 
women to go to the masaajid in the night, so his son said to him: I swear by 
Allah, we will not permit them to go because they will use it to cause mischief, I 
swear by Allah we will not permit them. The narrator mentioned: Ibn Umar

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then cursed and reviled him and became angry with his son, and Ibn Umar said: 
"I say: The Prophet Muhammad &says: 'Give permission to the women', and 
you say: We will not permit them.?!" 1 Imam Muslim also narrated this hadeeth 
stating: 
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'Then Ibn Umar's son said to him, (his name is Waaqid): 'the women will use 
this opportunity to cause mischief', so then Ibn Umar hit him in his chest and 
said to him: 7 relate to you from the Messenger of Allah &and you say no, I 
will not allow them'!!!. In another narration: Bilal (Ibn Umar's son) said: 
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"I swear by Allah we will prohibit them', so Ibn Umar said to him: I say: the 
Messenger of Allah zsaid and you say: We will verily prohibit them!." 

In another narration:

So Ibn Umar rebuked him and he said: "I say: 'The Messenger of Allah & 
says..." and you say: We won't allow the women to go..!?" 2 

I don't know if the man who questioned me was satisfied or convinced with the 
narration of the Prophet Muhammad ^however he was silent and didn't speak 
nor respond to my answer. 

Then after the 'adthaan' for the Ishaa'a prayer and the 'iqamah', a rich man from 
the city of Banglore India, I think his name is Haj Qasim, mentioned to me saying: 
'I built a large masjid in the city of Banglore and within this masjid is a prayer 
area for the women which can capacitate at least 500 women. The women's

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prayer area has its own separate walkway and bathrooms which are separate 
from the men. The masjid was opened in Ramadan so the men and women 
prayed Ramadan there and the women even came for the 'Taraweeh' prayer, an 
action which made the Muslims very delighted and pleased. However the 
scholars of the Hanefee school of thought gathered together and decided to 
close down the women's masjid stating that: "It is not permissible for the 
woman to pray in the masjid according to the Hanafee school of thought." 

I replied to him: 'You built the masjid, so what was your position regarding this 
type of behavior and conduct??? He said: 'I built the masjid and turned it over to 
them and I have nothing to do with it." 



Allah is my witness, on another occasion I recall one day while I was making 
'tawaf' around the Ka'bah after Asr Prayer while a man who was a strict follower 
of the Hanafee school of thought from Pakistan was making tawaf with me. 
When we finished making the tawaf and we started proceeding to the station of 
Ibrahim to pray two 'rak'at' (units of prayer) which proceed the tawaf, the man 
grabbed my hand and said: 'Don't pray at this time, this time for praying is 
'makrooh' (disliked), it is not permissible to pray after Asr. I replied to him: Verily 
a narration from the Prophet Muhammad^ has come to us on the authority of 
Jubayr ibn Mutim that the Prophet Muhammad Ss said: 
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"O Bani Abdu Manaf, do not prohibit anyone from making tawaf around this 
house (Ka'bah) and do not prohibit anyone from praying any time of the night 
or day ." 1 

Then the man replied to me: 'Is this Abu Haneefah's 'hadeeth' (narration)?! 

I then said to him: 'If it is said: 'hadeeth' then verily it is from the Prophet 
Muhammad^.' Then he said: 'Did Abu Haneefah use this hadeeth?

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Then I replied to him: 'As long as it is an established authentic narration from the 
Prophet Muhammad ^and other scholars of 'fiqh' used it as a proof and they 
said: 'there is no disliked time for praying in the Masjid al Haraam', then it is 
permissible for me to pray if Allah wills. He was not pleased with my opposition 
and he didn't pray after that. 

What is clearly evident in this story is: That the bigotry and fanaticism 
demonstrated by this man is that he didn't even accept nor consider the 
narration of the Prophet Muhammad^s until his Imam had taken, accepted and 
used this narration. 

This is why some of the people who are followers of the Hanafee school of 
thought dislike me in Makkah, India and other places and they accuse me of 
being an enemy of the Imam Abu Hanifah. 

I also heard a cassette in which one of them was cursing and slandering me, 
telling lies about me, may Allah forgive him and guide him-he said: 'that I curse 
and slander Imam Abu Haneefah,' this is outright blasphemy which he will be 
held accountable for in front of Allah. 

Verily, I am one who follows all of the scholars of 'fiqh', Abu Haneefah, Malik, 
ash Shafee'ee, Ahmed and others. I benefit from their knowledge and I ask Allah 
to always send His all encompassing mercy upon them all. This being because I 
know that they are from Ahlul Hadeeth (the people of hadeeth) and that they all 
exhorted and urged us in their recommendations and advices to take and adhere 
to the authentic narrations of the Prophet Muhammad^ and the noble 
companions. 

I say to the people: It is obligatory upon all of us to love the scholars of 'fiqh' and 
always ask Allah to send His mercy upon them and make supplication for them 
and benefit from their schools of jurisprudic thought. However it is not 
obligatory upon us, rather it is not permissible for us to blind follow any of them 
in particular. This is because Allah and His Messenger^&did not make it 
obligatory, however the bigoted and fanatical ones are not satisfied with this 
answer, rather they consider action upon the Sunnah as a crime which is not 
forgiven. 

From amongst the things which I have never forgotten regarding this topic: I was 
attending a gathering with some of the scholars of India in which some of the 
'influential' people of Makkah were present. While sitting in the gathering one of 
these people of Makkah began advising those Indian scholars with his mellow, 
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lenient and gentle phrases saying: 'O my brothers, don't differ and create 
dissension with the group over there-meaning the majority group of the 
Hanafees-and don't be extreme regarding some of the sunan 1 . From amongst 
the things he said: 'I attended some of the masaajid in India and I found that all 
of the students place their hands upon their chests when they are standing in 
the prayer, and they raise their voices saying 'Ameen', and from amongst the 
Sunnah is leaving off the Sunnah sometimes, as Ibn Taymiyyah mentioned...' 
This is what he said-may Allah forgive him. 

I was not able to remain patient, so I said with the best of manners: 'Didn't Allah 
and His Messenger® order with the propagation of and calling to the 'sincere 
religion' and acting upon it?! Didn't the Prophet® make supplication for the 
one who transmits narrations and relates on his behalf? So if everyone who Allah 
has given knowledge of the Sunnah remains silent, doesn't act upon it and 
doesn't remind the people about acting upon the Sunnah, we will find that the 
Prophet's ^traditions and narrations will disappear little by little until people 
are raised and nurtured and they don't know the religion except that it is 
equivalent to a mixture of truth with falsehood. 

No one payed any attention to what I said, it was as if no one heard me. This 
'influential' man continued with his exhortation by advising them to stay with 
the majority group of Hanafees in India and not to cause problems by acting 
upon some of the sunan, as he claimed. 

My heart was touched with amazement and astonishment, I was startled and 
surprised, saying to myself: 'how could a man who was raised in the land of 
Tawheed (monotheism) Saudia Arabia, which revived many of the sunan and 
destroyed some of the innovations, and revived the rememberence of the rightly 
guided caliphs; this man speaking with words as though he is free and innocent 
of the calling to 'tawheed and Sunnah'. How can he be pleased with himself by 
advising the people to leave off the Sunnah and leave off praying the way the 
Prophet® prayed??!!' Then it didn't take long until my astonishment and 
amazement diminished after knowing that he is one of the major 'du'aat' 
(callers) to some of the sects in Indian and they are supporters of these groups in 
Saudia Arabia.

I say: The likes of those people do not fear Allah regarding their fellow Muslims 
nor do they care for, regard nor consider the ties of kinship and covenants if they 
obtain strength, status, or are placed in positions of authority. 

Verily, I have read as many others have read in the authentic history of Islam 
about occurrences, incidents and scandals which were facilitated by Muslims 
who showed bigotry and partisanship to their false creed and system of beliefs 
against the people who call to the Sunnah and the implementation of it into 
their creed and actions. 

The history of Imam Ahmed ibn Hanbal and the harm and torture he suffered at 
the hands of the rulers of Baghdad at that time who were misguided and 
deceived by some perverted and misguided people . 1 This is something familiar 
to all of us and one of the best examples regarding the history of the Islamic 
creed and legislations. 

The great Imam Baqee ibn Makhlad 2 as Imam adh Dha'habee said about him: 'He 
was a diligent, righteous, truthful, pious Imam, and sincere. He was the chief and 
leader in knowledge and action, unique without rivals. He used to give religious 
verdicts with narrations of the Prophet £feand companions and he didn't blind 
follow or imitate anyone (besides the Prophet and companions ). 3 Verily the 'fiqh' 
scholars of the Maliki school of thought harmed him and put him through the 
worst type of suffering, until Allah granted him success and aided him. 

Ibn al Fardee 4 said: 'Baqee ibn Makhlid brought an enormous amount of 
narrations into 'Andalus' (Spain) 1 , and many of his Spanish companions criticized, 



'-(TNjAhmed ibn Abee Du'aad and Bishr al-Marrisee were the two important figures behind the 
Mu'tazilite inquisition, which systematically placed many jurists and traditionists on trial until 
they were forced to acknowledge that the Quran is created, and their acknowledgement 
publicised in all major cities. Nearly all the scholars of Baghdad from the jurists and the 
traditionists were tested, and all of them acknowledged the doctrine of the created Quran, with 
the exception of the two; Ahmad b. Hanbal and Muhammad b. Nuh. 

2 -(TN) His name was Baqee ibn Makhlad ibn Yazeed, al Imam, Sheikhul Islaam, Abu Abdurahman 
the Spainard al Qurtubee, al Hafidth, the author of 'al Musnad' and he also has a commentary on 
the Quran which are unique.

and Abu Zaid for what he brought with him from various types of books and 
uncommon narrations. His rivals excited, incited and frightened the ruler with 
the mentioning of these books and their authors. Then Allah granted victory to 
Baqee over them and protected him from their evil plots and his narrations 
became well known amongst the people. Then the people became familiar and 
read Baqee's narrations and from that day on the narrations of the Prophets 
and the companions spread throughout Spain ." 3 

Furthermore, Abu Muhammad ibn Hazm ath Thaahiree 4 mentioned: 
'Muhammad ibn Abdurahman al Umawee 5 the leader of Spain, was well versed 
and learned and had a great love for knowledge. Baqee ibn Makhlad entered 
Spain with 'Musanaf Abee Bakr ibn Abee Shaybah ' 6 and it was being read and 
taught there until a group of people of 'ahl Ray'ee' (personal and subjective 
opinion) disapproved, renounced and rebuked 'Musanaf Abee Bakr ibn Abee 
Shaybah' for what they claimed it contained of 'controversial narrations' against 
their opinions. They considered the book to be repugnant and the people of 
opinions excited and incited the residents of the city to rebel against Baqee. 
They eventually prohibited him from teaching and reading the book altogether. 
Until the leader of Spain, Muhammad al Umawee summoned Baqee and the 
residents of Spain together to judge between them. Muhammad al Umawee 
started skimming and browsing through 'Musanaf Abee Bakr ibn Abee Shaybah'

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volume by volume until he reached the end of the book. Then he said to the 
treasurer: 'this book is that which no treasury or library can do without, do 
whatever you can to get a copy of this book.' Then Muhammad al Umawee said 
to Baqee: 'spread and propagate your knowledge throughout the land and 
narrate and teach everything you have. Finally, he prevented the people of the 
city from challenging and hindering Baqee any further ." 1 

Imam adh Dha'habee mentioned in his biography of Asbag ibn Khalil 2 saying: 'He 
was proficient and an expert in making and deriving jurisprudic and theoretical 
conditions and stipulations. He had no knowledge of the narrations and he was 
considered to be weak in transmitting them. It has also been said that he 
fabricated narrations about not raising the hands in the prayer. Qasim ibn Asbag 3 
said about him (Asbag): He prohibited me from listening and learning from 
Baqee ibn Makhlid and I heard him say: 'It is more loved to me to have a pig in 
my coffin than to have 'Musanaf ibn Abee Shaybah' in my coffin, then Qasim 
made supplication against him .' 4 

Furthermore, what occurred in the Masjid al Haraam for eight hundred years of 
emaciation, the Muslims were split into sects- even while performing their 
prayers, all of this because of their bigotry and fanaticism shown to their specific 
'madthaa'hib'. None of the Imam's would pray behind any of the other Imam's 
who were followers of another 'madth'hab', while there existed a place of prayer 
for every Imam and their particular 'madth'hab'. An occurrence which is an 
embarrassment when observing the history of Islam . 5

great scholars such as Baqee ibn Makhlid, Ibn Abee Dunya, Abee Khaythamah. And he authored 
many books in his time. He possessed one of the strongest and shortest chains of narration from 
amongst the scholars in Spain. He was known for his memorization, his strong Arabic Language, 
and he gave many religious verdicts. He died in Jumada al Uwlaa 340hijri. (Seer A'Laam an 
Nubalaa'a 15/473-474

Ibn Kathir mentioned in 'al Bidayah wa an Nihayaa': That the leader of Egypt, the 
king Ibn Salah ad Deen decided in the same year he died 595 (H),with firm intent 
to exile all of the followers of the Hanbali school of 'fiqh' from Egypt and send 
letters to all his brothers to do the same in their countries. Ibn Kathir also 
mentioned: 'During the year 595 there was some strife and tribulations which 
took place in Damascus because al Hafith Abdul Ganee al Maqdasee 1 was 
speaking in one of the Hanbali's podiums in Masjid al Umawee. One day he 
mentioned something from the affairs of creed and then the Judge Ibn Turkey 
and Dee'yaa'a ad Deen al Khateeb ad Dula'ee 2 gathered together with the prince 
Sarim ad Deen Bargash. So they arranged a sitting for him regarding the issues 
related to 'Allah's raising up above the throne, His descending, and the letters 
and pronunciation of the Quran. So Najm al Hanbali agreed with the majority of 
the Hanbali scholars and al Hafith al Maqdasee continued and remained firm 
upon his creed and didn't abandon nor deny anything of the correct creed. Then 
the remaining 'fiqh' scholars gathered up against him and imposed upon him 
things which he refused and denied until the Prince Bargash asked him: 'All of 
those 'fiqh' scholars are upon misguidance and you, alone, are upon the truth? 
Al Hafith replied: 'Yes.' Then the Prince became extremely angry and ordered 
that al- Hafith be exiled from his country, in which he asked for a three day delay 
in which he was granted. Then Prince Bargash sent the captives from the castle 
to destroy and demolish the podium of the Hanbali scholars. So that day there 
was no 'Thur' prayer established in the 'mihrab' (prayer area) of the Hanbalis 
and the treasure chests and valuables were extracted and the problems, 
confusion and tribulations continued and increased. We seek refuge in Allah 
from all confusion the apparent and unapparent. Then al Hafith Abdul Ganee 
traveled to 'Ba'labak 3 and he went on to Egypt where the people and scholars of 
hadeeth aided and supported him while continuously asking him about what 



^(TNjHe is Abdul Ghanee ibn Abdul Waahid ibn Ja'far al Jammaa'eelee, he was born in the year 
541 hijri. He traveled to Baghdaad to seek knowledge of hadeeth, he also visited Egypt, Iran, 
Damascus. He authored one of the most famous books regarding hadeeth narrators called 'al 
Kamal fi Asmaa ar Rijaal', and also 'Umdatul Ahkaam'. He died in the year 600 hijri.

He was well known for his memorization and 
knowledge of hadeeth narrators, and used to be the reference for knowing the authentic 
ahadeeth from the inauthentic. He died 643 hijri. (Seer A'laam an Nubalaa'a 23/126) This story 
was also narraated by Abee al Muthafar from 'Miraat az Zamaan' and mentioned in 'Seer A'Laam 
an Nubalaa'a 21/463. 

3 - (TN) A city which is in modern day Lebanon 
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happened and treating him with the greatest amount of generousity and 
kindness . 1 

Furthermore, within the story transmitted from ad Dee'yaa'a al Maqdasi :'We 
were in al- Mowsil 2 and were listening to the book 'ad Du'afaa'a' by al Uqaylee 3 , 
so the people of al- Mowsil took hold of me and placed me in prison and they 
wanted to assassinate me because Abu Haneefah was mentioned within this 
book. Then there came upon me a very tall man holding a sword and I said to 
him: 'You will kill me and I will be at ease'. The narrator mentioned: 'that the 
man holding the sword didn't do anything.' Ad Dee'yaa'a al Maqdasi then said: 
'they released me from prison, and they used to listen to Ibn al Burnee the great 
exhorter.' The narrator mentioned:' so he tore out the pages with the mention 
of Abu Haneefah, then they sent the book and examined it closely and diligently 
without finding anything in it, this was the reason for his liberation and 
freedom . 4 

The books of history are filled with mention of these stories of trials, tribulations 
and the outright blatant hatred and malice against those who call to the 
authentic creed of as-Salifiyyah and call to implementing the Quran and Sunnah. 
Incidents which disturb and trouble the mind and heart, we are no doubt sad 
and disappointed about this. We hope that harm, grievances and evil acts 
against the scholars do not come from their own brothers who may be also 
scholars, students of knowledge or from amongst the Muslims in general.

< Definition of aC It ’i6aa \ a ' 

Al It'ibaa'a in the Arabic Language is a verbal noun, meaning one who follows 
something. It is said in Arabic 'I followed his path'. It is also said: 'A man who 
goes ahead and you go behind him or follow him. 'It'ibaa'ul Quran' means: 
Follow the Quran, in other words: imitate, emulate, follow it's example and act 
upon what is in it .' 1 

The technical and religious meaning of Al It'ibaa'a is similar to the linguistic 
meaning: following, walking behind, emulating what the Prophet Muhammad^ 
came with and imitating it and acting upon it. 

Al It'ibaa'a is the opposite of at Taqleed, which means: Acting upon a saying or 
action from someone whose sayings and actions are not authoritative sources or 
evidences in the religion. 

What we mean by Al It'ibaa'a is: Imitation, adherence, following the Book of 
Allah and the Sunnah of His Messenger^ and the obligation of following them 
are upon whoever the Quran and Sunnah reach . 

Al'lt'ibaa'a' also means: imitating and following the Sunnah of the rightly guided 
caliphs, based upon the Prophets Ss saying: 

'Upon all of you is to adhere to my Sunnah and the Sunnah of the rightly 
guided caliphs. '2 

It also means following the consensus of the companions and those who 
proceeded them from amongst the scholars of Islam if their sayings are

Creation of mankind and the reason for their creation 

Allah the Most Magnificent said:

They said: Will you place 
within the earth those who will make mischief therein and shed blood-while we 
glorify you with praises and thanks and sanctify you." Allah said: "I know that 
which you do not know." (al Baqarah 2:30) 

'Allah reiterated His favor on the Children of Adam when He stated that He 
mentioned them in the heavens before He created Adam, He said to the Prophet 
Muhammad^: O Muhammad^ remind your people what Allah said to the 
angels, and tell them that I am going to place people upon the earth reproducing 
generation after generation, century after century. Allah was not referring to 
Adam specifically and the angels understood this according to their special 
knowledge that these people (Khalifah) will cause mischief upon the earth. So 
the angels asked Allah about the wisdom behind creating them and this was not 
a form of disputing with Allah nor was it out of envy for the Children of Adam. 
They understood that the reason behind creating the Children of Adam was: to 
worship Allah, to praise Him and glorify Him. The angels replied: We praise you 
and glorify you and sanctify you, and Allah replied to them: I am the most 
knowledgeable of the wisdom and benefits behind the creation which you all do 
not know. If there exists amongst these creatures some of the harmful things 
which you all mentioned (angels) for verily I will create amongst them Prophets, 
Messengers, truthful people, martyrs, righteous believers, worshippers, ascetics, 
pious believers, those who get closer to Allah by worshipping Him alone, humble 
scholars who act upon their knowledge, and those who love Allah and His 
Messenger^.' 1

The Sending of the Messengers and the conflict and differing amongst 

their nations 

After the creation of Adam mankind was upon the true and natural inclination 
'al-Fitrah' (Islamic Monotheism) which Allah created them upon. The 'fitrah' is 
the sincere worship of Allah alone without any partners. Allah created all of the 
followers of the Messengers upon this monotheism until the Shayateen (satans) 
deceived them and then they started worshipping other than Allah. Allah 
mentions in the Quran:

"Mankind were one community and Allah sent Prophets with glad tidings and 
warnings. He also sent with them the Scripture in truth to judge between the 
people in matters wherein they differed. And only those to whom the Scripture 
was given to, they differed concerning it after clear proofs had come to them 
through hatred amongst each other. Then Allah by His will guided those who 
believed to the truth regarding that in which they differed. And Allah guides 
whom He wills to the straight path." (al Baqarah 2:213) 



Al Hakim and others narrated with an authentic chain of narration on the 
authority of Ibn Abaas he said:

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"Between Nuh (Noah) and Adam were ten centuries, all of them were upon 
the legislation of truth, then they differed regarding it, so Allah sent Prophets 
as bringers of glad tidings and warners ."

Also Ibn Jarir at Tabari narrated this and said: 'and that is the recitation of 
Abdullah ibn Mas'ud and that was what Ubay' ibn Kab used to recite, this is what 
Qatadah mentioned while Mujahid said similar to what Ibn Abaas said." 

When the people started differing in regards to what Allah created them upon 
(Islamic Monotheism) Allah sent Prophets to remind them and call the people 
back to the truth. The believers are the ones who are guided-in the affairs and 
situations of conflict and differing-to the truth which the Prophets and 
Messengers came with. 

In times of conflict and differing, the true guidance is known by returning back to 
what the Prophet Muhammad came with to his nation from Allah the Most 
Magnificent, and this is what the Prophet @used to make supplication for when 
supplicating. 

Imam Muslim narrated on the authority of Aa'isha that the Prophet Muhammad 
& when he woke up to pray at night, he would start his prayer with the words:

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This is how Allah sent the Messengers as bringers of glad tidings and warners of 
Allah's punishment in order that mankind should have no plea against Allah after 
the coming of the Messengers. Allah says: 



"Then we sent Our Messengers in succession. Every time a Messenger came to 
a nation, the people denied him. So we made them follow one another to 
destruction and we made them as stories and tales for mankind to learn a 
lesson from. So away with the people who do not believe!" (al Mu'minun 23:44 ) 
Allah also says: 



"Verily, We have sent the revelation to you O Muhammad as We have sent the 
revelation to Nuh and the Prophets after him. We also sent the revelation to 
Ibrahim (Abraham), Isma'eel (Ishmael), Ishaq (Isaac), Ya'cub (Jacob), and the 
twelve offspring from the sons of Ya'cub, Isa (Jesus), Ayyub (Job), Yunus 
(Jonah), Harun (Aaron), and Sulaiman (Solomon), and We gave the Zabur 
(Psalms) to Dawud (David).

Dhul Kifl amongst many of the commentators of the Quran and the leader of 
them, Muhammad ibn AbdullahSs. 
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A narration came on the authority of Abu Umaamah he said:

Then I said: O Messenger of Allah: was he a prophet and messenger? 



^Ibn Hibbaan transmitted this narration in his Saheeh (#2085-mawaarid) and Ibn Mundah in at 
Tawheed (104/2) and al Haakim 2/262 and al Haakim said: this narration is authentic in 
accordance to the conditions of Imam Muslim and adh Dhahabee agreed with him. At Tabaraani 
in al Awsat 1/24/2/398 and in Mu'jam al Kabeer 8/139-140. Sheikh al Albaani also said it is 
authentic, see 'Silsilah al ahadeeh as Saheehah #668

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The Prophet & replied: Yes, Allah created him with His own hand ." 1 This 
narration is evidence that Adam was the first messenger sent to earth. Imam 
Bukhari narrated in the hadeeth of 'Intercession' on the authority of Abu 
Hurairah and it contains:

‘So they come to Nuh and they say: ‘O Nuh you are the first messenger sent to 
the people of the earth .' 2 

This narration proves that the first messenger was Nuh and not Adam. This 
narration is interpreted-Allah knows best: that Nuh was the first messenger of 
the progeny of Adam, so with this explanation there is no confliction in the 
narrations seeing that Adam was the first messenger without exception. 

As Sindi 3 said: 'Nuh was the first messenger, it is said that: 'the intent here is 
that Nuh was the first messenger who was sent to call the disbelievers to believe 
and have faith, and before him was Adam, Sheet/Sheeth, and Idrees who were 
not sent for this duty. However, they were sent to teach the believers the 
religious rulings and legislations, because at that time there were no disbelievers 
upon the earth.' 



*-AI Ihsaan Saheeh ibn Hibbaan bi tarteeb ibn Bulbaan 2/77 #361. The chain of narration used by 
Ibn Hibbaan is very weak due to the condition of Ibrahim ibn Hishaam al Ghasaani, however the 
hadeeth has many other supporting narrations which are authentic especially regarding the 
mention of the number of Prophets and Mesengers. So with these supporting evidences the part 
of the hadeeth mentioning the Prophets and Messenger is 'Hasan li gharihi' and 'Saheeh li 
dthatihi', this is clear by the narration which Abu Ja'far ar Razaaz mentioned with an authentic 
chain of narration on the authority of Abu Umaamah: that a man said: 0 Messenger of Allah, was 
Adam a Prophet? He replied: yes, one who was spoken to. Then the man asked: 'How much time 
was between Adam and Nuh? He replied: ten generations. Then the man said: '0 Messenger of 
Allah How many Messengers were there? He replied: three hundred and fifteen.' Please refer to 
see 'Silsilah Saheehah' al Albaani 6/1/358-369 #2668

I will 
respond to this by saying: 'that the precedence which is mentioned here is 
restricted in the saying: 'to the people of the earth'. This is problematic while 
keeping in mind the narration of Jabir ibn Abdullah in Saheeh Bukhari regarding 
'tayamum' which contains in it: 'That a Prophet would be sent specifically to his 
nation only'. This may be answered by saying that: the generality mentioned did 
not exist initially when Nuh was sent and verily it is in agreement considering the 
fact of restricting and limiting the creation to those who existed after the 
destruction and drowning of the people.The most apparent answer to this is to 
say: The three of them were Messengers sent to the believers and disbelievers, 
as for Nuh, then verily he was sent to the people of the earth and all of them 
were disbelievers .' 2

It was obligatory upon every nation to obey and follow their Prophets in 
everything they brought their people from the divine revelation which Allah sent 
to them. Regardless of whether it was in book form or not in book form. Allah 
says:

"Verily, We have sent the revelation to you O Muhammad just as We sent the 
revelation to Nuh and the Prophets after him. We also sent the revelation 
Ibrahim..." (an Nisa 4:163) 

It is well known that many of the Prophets did not have a book of divine 
revelation nor was the revelation revealed to them in book form. Furthermore, it 
was still obligatory upon their nations and followers to obey their Messengers in 
everything they came with- without differentiating between the type of divine 
revelation which was sent to them. They made no distinction whether the 
revelation was recited in book form or not in book form. The Sunnah of the 
Prophet Muhammad^ is considered as the second type (non-book form) which 
contains his sayings, actions and approvals. 

The understanding of this is made clear by observing the story of Musa when he 
encountered and disputed with Firoun (Pharoah) and his people, which is a 
prime example of the type of revelation which was not recited nor was it in book 
form. In addition, the destruction of Firoun and his nation happened before 
Musa received the Torah, as Allah says:

The domination and reign of humiliation and shame upon the nations was the 
result of them differing and disobeying what their Messengers came with from 
the divine revelation. 
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Allah said about the Children of Israel:

"And they were overwhelmed and covered with humiliation and misery and 
they earned for themselves the wrath and anger of Allah. That was because 
they used to disbelieve in the proofs, evidences, verses, revelation from Allah 
and they also killed the Prophets wrongfully. That was because they disobeyed 
and used to transgress the limits by disobeying Allah and committing sins." (a I 
Baqarah 2:61) Allah also says:

"Such were Ad's people who rejected the verses, proofs, revelation of their 
Lord and disobeyed His Messengers and followed the command of every proud, 
obstinate oppressor of truth from their leaders. -And a curse was made to 
pursue and follow them in this world and also on the Day of Resurrection. No 
doubt! That verily. Ad' disbelieved in their Lord, so away with Ad' , the people 
of Hud. "(Hud 11:59-60) 

The destruction of some of the nations was due to the lack of obedience to their 
Messengers in what they brought of divine revelation from Allah. Allah says:

Verily Allah condemned, reviled and censured the 
Children of Israel and the People of the Book (Jews and Christians) in general 
because of their disputing and differing regarding Allah's religion.

Muhammad^s whom there is no Prophet or Messenger after him. Muhammad 
& has pursued and followed all of them- this is why Allah said: "after a pause in 
the sending of the Messengers" i.e. after a long period of time between his 
(Muhamad's) sending and the sending of Isa ibn Maryam. 

There is difference of opinion regarding the period of time between Isa and 
Muhammad^?. 

Abu Uthmaan an Nah'dee 1 and Qatadah 2 said in a narration: there was six 
hundred years between them. Also Bukhari narrated on the authority of Salman 
al Farasee and Qatadah: five hundred and sixty years. 

Ma'mar 3 mentioned on the authority of some of his companions: five hundred 
and forty years. Also ad Dah'haak 4 said: Four hundred and thirty some odd 
years. 

Ibn Asaakir mentioned in his biography of Isa on the authority of ash Sha'bee 5 
that he said: 'From the time that Isa ascended to the heavens until the migration 
of the Prophet Muhammad^ to al Madinah is nine hundred and thirty three 
years, and the widely known report is the first statement of six hundred years ." 6 



J -Abu Uthmaan an Nah'dee is Abdurahman ibn Mul, a 'mukhadram' (one who lived during the 
time of the prophet but didn't get to meet him), trustworthy worshipper, he died 95 hijri. He 
lived to be 130 years old and it is said longer than that, (taqreeb ut Tah'theeb pg. 601) 

2 - Qatadah ibn Du'aamah as Sadusee, Abu al Khattab al Basree, trustworthy, it is said that he was 
born blind. He died sometime after 100 hijri. (taqreeb ut Tah'theeb pg. 798) 

3 - Ma'mar ibn Rashid al Azdee , Abu Urwah al Basree, traveled and resided in Yemen, virtuous and 
trustworthy narrator. He died 154 hijri. (taqreeb ut Tah'theeb pg. 961) 

4 - ad Dah'haak ibn Muzahim al Hilaali, Abul Qasim or Abu Muhammad al Khurasaani, died after 
the year 100. 

5 - (TN)He is Aamir ibn Sharaaheel ash Sha'bee, Abu Amru, he was one of the best and most 
knowledgeable jurists of his time.

‘ The condition of the world wHen the (Prophet Muhammad ® was sent 



The entire world at the time of the sending of the Prophet Muhammad®: was 
detached and isolated from Allah's divine religion except for a few who were still 
upon what they found from the remnants of the previous religions. 

A period of six hundred years in which the era of prophethood became ancient 
and the majority of the prophetic knowledge was forgotten and people became 
oblivious of it. The nation that was closest to the Messengers and Divine Books 
were the The People of lsrael(followers of Musa). Verily, Allah mentioned them 
numerous times in the Quran and clarified their misguidance, arrogance, 
stubbornness, filth, and their abandonment of Allah's religion and their 
alteration of Allah's holy books. 

Similar to them are the Christians who went astray from the correct way, who 
altered and changed Allah's divine revelation that was revealed to them. They 
changed and altered Allah's religion based upon their own desires and left off 
the religion of Ibrahim and associated partners with Allah. Allah says: 



"And they say: 'Be Jews or Christians then you will be guided.' Rather say to 
them O Muhammad: 'Nay we follow the religion of Ibrahim (Islamic 
Monotheism) and he was not of the polytheists." (al Baqarah 2:135)

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Then the Jews and the Christians were constantly hostile and inimical to each 
other and they used to say that the other is misguided and astray as Allah 
mentions:

"The Jews said that the Christians are not upon the right religion and the 
Christians say that the Jews are not upon the right religion. They both recite 
the Scripture and similar to what they say, is that which the pagans and 
ignorant people say. Allah will judge between them on the Day of Resurrection 
about that which they have been differing." (al Baqarah 2:113) 

The Jews throughout their history have always been the most deceptive of 
Allah's creation, as well as the most tyrannical enemies against the Prophets, 
while being the filthiest of those who set foot upon the face of the earth, all of 
this while disregarding and abandoning the teachings of Musa. As a result of this, 
Allah split them up into many sects leaving them to wander blindly throughout 
the earth. They never had a country, city, or land to go to nor a group or sect to 
gather them together. Allah mentioned in the Quran:

The Jews and Christians were continuously showing enmity towards each other 
based upon their strict adherence and devotion to their altered religions, while 
fighting and killing each other constantly. 

When these two sects abandoned their creed which they used to be devoted to 
and practiced as their religion, it became easy for them to be at harmony with 
each other and agree in their political affairs as we see today. 
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The Jews are the ones who imposed their ideas and filthy manners upon the 
Christians with their deception and cunning. 

In these days the Jews have taken advantage and exploited their religion for 
their political agendas so that they can gather and congregate the masses to 
establish an Israeli state, after the fact that they have been overwhelmed with 
humiliation and misery by their evil past. The reality of this is that the Jews have 
no religion. 

As for the Arab and the illiterate people than verily Allah has mentioned them in 
the Quran clarifying their status as well as Allah's blessings and favors upon them 
and upon all of creation, as Allah says: 



"He (Allah) it is who sent among the illiterate people a Messenger 
(Muhammad) from amongst themselves, reciting to them Allah's verses, 
purifying them from falsehood (polytheism and disbelief) and teaching them 
the Quran and Sunnah. And verily in the past they had been in manifest error." 

(al Jumu'ah 62:2) Allah also says:

"Indeed Allah bestowed a great favor upon the believers when He sent 
amongst them a Messenger from amongst themselves, reciting to them His 
verses and purifying them from their sins by their following of him and 
instructing them with the Quran and the Sunnah. While previously they had 
been in manifest error." (AN Imran 3:164) 

Allah sent Muhammad after a pause in the sending of Messengers, after the 
corruption of the paths, and after the changing of the religions, after the 
widespread worship of idols, fire and crosses. The blessing of the sending of the 
Prophet Muhammad & was the most complete and the need for him was the 
most universal and beneficial at that time. Verily, corruption was prevalent 
throughout all the land. Tyranny, oppression and ignorance were most apparent 
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amongst the worshippers except for a few who were adhering to the remnants 
of the earlier Prophet's religions which was found amongst some of the Jewish 
rabbis and the Christian worshippers and the Saa'bi'een ' 1 

Verily this condition of misguidance throughout the world was mentioned by 
one of the scholars of history he said: 'We must remember that the era in which 
the Prophet Muhammad^ was sent with his 'da'wa', was a time in which the 
entire world was corrupted and drowned in the darkness of ignorance. 
Savageness and barbarity was prevalent throughout the entire world. Perhaps 
there may have been witness of some talk of humanity, civilization and manners 
contained in some pages of books, except for the fact that these words had no 
affect upon the hearts of the people.' 

A) The People of Israel before the Messiah (Jesus) deserved to be called 
'serpents and sons of serpents', and with the curse of the Messiah upon them 
there remained no trace of humanity for them. 

B) Europe was witnessing the times of ignorance and savageness, and in Britian 
the worship of idols became widespread. Furthermore, some places within 
France and the surrounding countries- superstitions, fables and myths were 
most common, and many of the priests were calling the people to do obscene, 
vulgar and despicable acts. 

C) The al Mazdkiyyah 2 had taken control over Iran and called the people to 
communism and the sharing of women, money and land. 

D) In India there were idols and sculptures of naked women and men placed 
inside the temples for the people to worship. The doors and walls of these 
temples were covered and adorned with pictures of abominable and atrocious 
acts. 

E) As for the people of China, they deemed their country to be under the 
ownership of a divine son who descended from the heavens, and turned away 
from Allah and made idols and sculptures for every affair. 



^(TNjThe Saa'bi'eens were a past nation who used to live in Mowsil (Iraq) who used to believe 

that there was no deity worthy of worship except Allah, and they used to read the az Zabur 

(Psalms) and they were neither Jews nor Christians. Tafsir ibn Kathir 2/52 

2 -(TN)An atheist group who were followers of Mazdak ibn Namidan who alleged that he was a 

prophet and eventually called the people to the legalization of all things. They believe that the 

origin of the creation are two main sources: light and darkness, (see 'al Milal wa an Nihal' by ash 

Shirastaani) 
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F) In Egypt the Christians had taken power and day after day there would arise 
new and invented beliefs and articles of faith. This is how the many different 
sects emerged, while each sect used to call the opposing sects apostates and 
infidels. To the point where they didn't refrain from nor did they show any 
regard in killing and burning of their opponents. 

This is a summary of the situations and conditions of the countries which were 
subjugated to their great governments and submissive to their laws and 
legislations. Every one of these nations used to boast and brag to the other 
nations about their level of knowledge and civilization. 

This situation in the Land of Arabia was similar to these previously mentioned 
countries. With one exception: the Land of Arabia was not subjugated nor 
influenced by any type of law, king or ruler. Similarly, there never came anyone 
to guide them to the right path in addition to some of the uncivilized bestial 
customs which existed. For verily ignorance, seclusion and being isolated and 
remote from the civilized nations had indeed intensified the conditions and 
situations which led to declination, degeneration and regression of the people. 
This extreme vile and wicked situation is that which made the Arabic people the 
most deserving of mercy, so Allah willed and destined that the Land of Arabia be 
made as the starting point and base for the propagation of that which would 
reform, rectify and guide the entire world and all of the creation.' 1 

So when Allah honored our Prophet Muhammad^ with the Prophetic mission 
and revealed to him Allah's statement:

"Verily Allah looked into the hearts of His servants, He found that 
Muhammad's heart was the best of all His servants, so Allah selected Him, and 
sent him with His Prophetic mission. Then Allah looked into the hearts of the 
servants again and found that the Prophet's companions had the best of 
hearts, so He made them ministers and helpers of the Prophet, they fight and 
exert their efforts in defense of their religion. So whatever the Muslims see as 
good (consensus of the companions) than Allah views it as being good, and 
whatever the Muslims see as bad than Allah views it as being bad." 1

On the authority of Abdullah ibn Abaas who said: 'when Allah's statement: 
'Warn your tribe and your kin O Muhammad' (ash’shu’araa:2i4) was revealed, the 
Prophet ascended upon the Mountain of Safa as began to shout: 'O Children 
of 'Fihr', O Children of 'Adee'-who were two tribes from Quraish-until they

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gathered around him. If some of the men were not able to attend they sent 
someone to go and see what was happening. So Abu Lahab and Quraish came 
and the Prophet & said to them: "What would you think if I told you that there 
were some horsemen in the valley planning to raid you, would you all believe 
me? They replied: Yes, we only know you to be truthful. The Prophet than said: 
'Verily I am a warner sent to you, warning you of a severe torment." Then Abu 
Lahab replied: 'May you perish eternally! For this reason you have summoned 
us?! Then the Quranic verses were immediately revealed to the Prophet®*: 
"Perish the two hands of Abu Lahab-His wealth and children will not benefit 
him anything!" (a! Mas'ad 111.1-2) 1 



Bukhari also narrated on the authority of Abu Hurairah who said:

"O people of Quraish" or something similar to this, and said: 'Save yourselves, 
I cannot save you from Allah, O People of Abdu Manaf I cannot save you from 
Allah, O Abaas ibn Abdul Muttalib I cannot save you from Allah, O Safiyyah the 
aunt of the Prophet Muhammad I cannot save you from Allah, O Fatimah 
the daughter of Muhammad &, ask me for anything you desire from my 
wealth, for verily I cannot save you from Allah." 2 

Then Allah ordered him to proclaim the revelation publicly, and call all of the 
people to Islam as Allah says:

"Soy O Muhammad : 'O mankind, verily I have been sent to all of you as a 
Messenger from Allah-to whom belongs the dominion of the heavens and the 
earth. None has the right to be worshipped except Him. It is He who gives life 
and causes death. So believe in Allah and His Messenger Muhammad, the 
Prophet who can neither read nor write, and who believes in Allah and all His 
words (Quran), the Torah and Gospels and also Allah's word: 'Be'! and he was, 
(Isa/Jesus) the son of Maryam (Mary) and follow him so that you may be 
guided." (al A'raaf 7:158) 



Ibn Kathir said: 'Allah The Most High said to His Prophet and Messenger 
Muhammad 'Say O Muhammad "O Mankind" this message is for the red 
(white)people, the black people, the Arabs and non- Arabs. "Verily I have been 
sent as a Messenger to all of you" i.e. to all of you, this is from the nobility, 
honor and greatness of the Prophet Muhammad & , and that he is the last of the 
Prophets, and he has been sent to all the people, Allah says: 




"Say Allah is the Witness between me and you all, and verily this Quran has 
been revealed to me that I may warn you all and whomsoever it reaches." (a I 

An'am 6:19) And Allah says:

The Quranic verses and prophetic narrations containing this meaning are many, 
and this is something that is necessary to have knowledge about within the 
religion of Islam-that is to know that the Prophet Muhammad^ is Allah's 
messenger sent to all of mankind . 



Allah the Most Gracious made him the last of the Prophets which there are no 
Prophets after him, as Allah mentions:

“Muhammad is not the father of any of your people, but he is the Messenger of 
Allah and the last of the Prophets, and Allah is Ever All-Aware of everything." 

(alAhzab 33:40) 

Then Ibn Kathir said: 'This verse is evidence that there is no prophet after 
Muhammad^. So if there is no prophet after him then this is all the more 
reason for there not being a messenger after him. This is because the status of 
messengerhood is more specific than prophethood. For verily every Messenger 
is a Prophet but not every Prophet is a Messenger. This is what came in all of the 
various narrations of the Prophet^ on the authority of numerous companions.' 1 

The Prophet^ set out on his mission calling people to Allah's religion with 
wisdom and fine preaching, he debated with the people using the best of

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manners. He continued propagating this message day and night, publicly and 
privately. Nothing could dissuade him from his mission, nor ward him off. 
However, the affair of being a messenger -and he was not the first messenger- is 
that few people believe in them and the majority of them disbelieve in them and 
what they call to. The Prophet Muhammad^ would present himself and go out 
to see the different tribes during the seasonal festivals and holidays.The Prophet 
himself as well as whoever was with him would be hurt, offended and 
harassed in the worst types of ways. Allah says in the Quran: 



"And that was Allah's way with those who passed away of old" (a I Ahzab 
33:62) 



Until it came to the point where the Prophet's companions were forced to leave 
their homeland, so the Prophet Muhammad^ suggested that whoever had the 
ability that they should migrate to Ethiopia. Some of them who had the ability 
made the migration while others stayed in Makkah. The Prophet Muhammad 
was eventually compelled to migrate to al Madinah where some of al Madinah's 
residents believed in him and others did not. The residents of al Madinah were 
honored with the Prophet's^ invitation and gladly accepted it. 

Certainly, leaving your homeland where you used to rest your head, and 
traversed the many streets is definitely not something easy to do. No doubt that 
this is something painful, saddening and depressing which definitely wrings the 
heart with pain. The statement of the Prophet Muhammad^ can describe to us 
the pain and distress which he experienced, when he^ said on the authority of 
Abdullah ibn Adee' ibnil Hamraa'a when he said:

In another narration which at Tirmidthi, Ibn Hibban, at Tabaraani and al Hakim 
mentioned on the authority of Ibn Abaas he said: the Messenger of Allah® said:

"There is no better city than you (Makkah), and most beloved to me (to Allah), 
If it wasn't for the fact that my people forced me to leave, I wouldn't have 
resided in any other place besides you (Makkah)."

At Tirmidthi said about this narration: it is a 'hasan ghareeb' narration from this 
route. Al Hakim 3 said: the chain of narration is authentic, and adh Dhahabee 
agreed with him in this. 

Ibn Hajar al Asqalaani said: 'this is an authentic narration, the scholars of 
hadeeth have mentioned it in their books, and at Tirmidthi, Ibn Khuzaimah, Ibn 
Hibaan and others said it is authentic . 4 

The Prophet Muhammad® and those of his companions who had the ability 
migrated to al Madinah. However, disbelief and the people of disbelief did not 
approve nor agree with this nor would they be satisfied with the prevalence and 
spreading of Islam amongst Allah's servants. So the Prophet® was compelled to

defeated the disbelieving parties all by Himself. Then the day came for the 
Conquest of Makkah- the same city that the Prophet^ was driven out of 
(Makkah)-the Prophet^ and his Companions entered and conquered, all due to 
the aid and victory that Allah bestowed upon them. This is in agreement to 
Allah's statement: 



"Verily, He (Allah) who has given you the Quran will surely bring you back to 
'Ma'aad' (Place of return, Makkah) (al Qasas 28:85) 

After that the people started entering Allah's religion in enormous crowds, as 
Allah mentions: 



"When there comes the Help of Allah and the conquest of Makkah-And you see 
that the people enter Allah's religion in crowds. So glorify with the praises of 
you Lord and ask for His forgiveness. Verily He is the One who accepts the 
repentance and forgives." (an Nasr 110:1-3) 

The Land of Arabia submitted to that which they were at first hesitant to do and 
the people of Makkah entered into Islam. Then Allah's religion spread amongst 
the people and Allah was highly pleased and satisfied with the Prophet's 
companions after being abhorred, detested and hated people in the time prior 
to Islam, lyaad ibn Himaar al Mujaasha'ee said that the Prophet Muhammad^ 
said:

"Allah looked at the people of the earth and hated them, Arabs and non-Arabs 
alike, except a remnant of the People of the Book. He said: I have only sent you 
to test you and test others through you.

"Those who took precedence in embracing Islam of those who migrated from 
Makkah to al Madinah and the citizens of al Madinah who helped and gave aid 
to the migrating people and those who imitate them in their beliefs. Allah is 
well pleased with them as they are pleased with Him. He has prepared for 
them Gardens under which rivers flow (paradise) to dwell therein forever. That 
is the great success." (at Tawbah 9:100) Allah also says:

The conflict, confusion and differences between the people were eventually 
eliminated and became non-existent. This led to the unification of these people 
(companions) until they became as one heart upon the best of guidance (Quran 
and Sunnah). Becomng leaders and guiding others, after they used to be 
misguided and enemies constantly fighting and killing each other. Allah the Most 
Gracious granted them victory and opened up the treasures of the earth for 
them after being from those who suffered from starvation and hunger; where 
the strong devoured the weak, by looting, plundering, and robbery. They were

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given all of these things solely because of their adherence to the 'sincere 
religion' of Islam, and implementing it into their beliefs and actions. 

Furthermore, Allah warned the companions about splitting up and differing, and 
He ordered everyone to hold fast and adhere to all the means and reasons for 
unification, and to remember Allah's favor upon them. Allah said:

And you were 
on the brink of a pit of Fire and Allah saved you from it. Thus Allah makes His 
verses, proofs, revelation clear to you, that you may be guided." (AN Imran

Preservation, safety and security of the creed became widespread as well as 
everlasting security for the countries and cities which governed with the pure, 
immaculate Islamic Creed and Islamic Legislations. And finally the time which the 
Prophet^ gave his promise and gave glad tidings about had become a reality. 
Imam Bukhari narrated on the authority of Adee ibn Hatim who said;

'While I was with the Prophet Muhammad &a man came to him complaining 
about poverty, then another man came to him complaining about highway 
robbery, so the Prophet &said: "O Adee have you seen al Heerah? 1 Adee 
replied: "I have not seen it, but I have heard of it.' Then the Prophet ~&said: "If 
you are alive for verily you will see a woman in a covered saddle on a camel 
traveling from al Heerah until she goes around the Ka'bah and does not fear 
anyone except Allah a lone. "Then I (Adee) said to myself: where is the 
lewd/immoral tribe of Ta'y who have caused confusion throughout the land?- 
Then the Prophet fis said: "If you are still alive than verily you will conquer and 
open the treasures of Kisra", I replied: "Kisra ibn Hurmuz?" The Prophet & than 
said: "Kisra ibn Hurmuz, if it so happens that you are still alive you will verily 
see that a man's hand will be filled with gold and silver and ask people to 
accept it from him, and he won't find anyone who will accept it from him. And 
verily you will meet Allah the day in which there is no intercessor between 
himself and Allah, no one to speak for him. Then Allah will say: "Didn't I send to 
you all a Messenger who conveyed My message to you?. He will reply: 'Of 
course'. Then Allah will say to him: "Didn't I give you wealth and bestow my 
favors, graces and kindness upon you". He will reply: 'Of course', and he will 
look to his right and not see anything except the hellfire, and then he will look 
to his left and not see anything except the hellfire." Then Adee said: "I heard 
the Prophet Muhammad & say: "Fear the hellfire even if it is with half of a 
date, and whoever does not find a half of a date than with a good word." Then 
Adee said: 'Verily I saw the woman on a camel with a covered saddle traveling 
from al Heerah until going around the Ka'bah and she didn't fear anyone 
except Allah, and I was from amongst the ones who aided in the conquest of 
Kisra ibn Hurmuz, perhaps if you are all alive you will all come to see what the 
Prophet (Abu I Qaasim) said: "Take out his hands filled with gold and silver..." 2

How the Companions teamed and acquired the redgionfrom the 
< Prophet Muhammad & 

The people (prior to the Prophet Muhammad^) were upon misguidance in their 
creed as well as in their acts of worship except for those who believed in the 
Prophet^ and the delight of true faith entered and mixed with their hearts. So 
when Allah sent the final Messenger Muhammad^, the companions used to 
learn Islam directly from the Prophet Muhammad without any intermediaries 
or agents. 



The Prophets used to teach them the Book (Quran) and the Hikmah (Sunnah) 
and the companions would imitate and follow the 'illiterate' Prophets in all of 
his sayings, actions, verily they truly believed in Allah's saying:

"It is not for a believing man or woman when Allah and His Messenger have 
decreed a matter that they should have any choice or option in their decision. 
And whoever disobeys Allah and His Messenger, he has indeed strayed away 
into clear misguidance." (al Ahzab 33:36) 

The companions also believed that Allah ordered them to take every single affair 
which the Prophet Muhammad conveyed to them from Allah the Most High, 
except for those things which authentic evidences specificied for the Prophet 
MuhammadtS as Allah says:

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The Prophet's status was that of a father to them, as Abu Hurairah mentioned 
that the Prophet Muhammad^ said:

The companions never approved of nor allowed the abandonment, deviation or 
desertion of anything that the Prophet Muhammad & came with. In addition to 
that, even when the companions saw the Prophet Muhammad^ take his 
sandals off during the prayer they removed their sandals, without the Prophet 
Muhammad^ gesturing to them and without commanding them to do so. Abu 
Dawud as Sijistaani narrated with an authentic chain of narration on the 
authority of Abu Saeed al Khudri that he said:

They replied: 'We 
saw you take your sandals off so we took our sandals off.' Then the Prophet

1 The Prophet® ordered 
the companions to pray the same way that the Prophet® prayed, so they used 
to pray the way they learned directly from the Prophet®.
